Canada may be able to export 118, 
000,000 bushels of wheat in 1919-20, 
This is the encouraging prospect based 
upon figures from official sources, 

Canada requires for home consump- 
tive purposes appreximately 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat and for seeding pur 
poses about 35,000,000 according to 
authorities on this subject. The Gev- 
ernment’s estimate that the Domin- 
fon’s yield will run about 139,000,000 
bushels makes it appear possible fer 
Canada to export about 113,000,000 
bushels in 1919-20 or about 10,000,000 
bushels more than last year, and keep 
@ few million bushels for carry-over 
stock on August 1st, 1920, 

Of course, Canada's export trade 
depends largely upon the success of 
the Victory Loan. Sir Thomas White, 
ex-Finance Minister for the Dominion 
drew attention to,the importance of 
this fact when he said that, in addition 
to other credits, $170,000,000 had 
been loaned to Great Britain in con- 
nection with the single commodity of 
wheat last year. This would have been 
tmpossfble if the Victory Loan of 1918 
had ‘not been a great success, The 
eliroulation of this big sum meant pros- 
perity to vast numbers of Canadians, 
and if good times are to be continued 
Canadians must lend of their profits 
and their savings with equal enthuai- 
eem for the Victory Loan of this year.

one seat in the legislature. 

It is borne out by statistics that 
more than one-half of the people in 
the province live in the cities, towns 
and villages of the province, yet on 
the basis of representation in the 
legislature, the rural districts - have 
more than double that of the cities. 

So long as political action was con- 
‘ined to the people at large, without 
distinction to class lines, this made 
no particular difference. That is to 
gay, in any political party which con- 
trolled the government, there were 
farmers, business men, townspeople 
and all classes, thoygh the farmers 
have been the preponderating ele- 
ment. 

But if we are going to have polttt- 
cal parties such as President Wood 
advocates, based on an exclusive oc 
cupational group basis, then it is only 
fair and reasonable that these groups 
should have no stronger voice in the 
government than that to which their 
numbers entitle them. If, as Presi- 
dent Wood has indicated, the rest of 
the population must organize to get 
justice, of what use will it be to them 
to organize if the other groups have 
two votes to their one in the legisla- 
ture?

Anglo-Americans 


British Are Anxious to Cultivate the 
Friendship of United 
States 

“Maintenance of the future peace, 
happiness and prosperity of mankind 
rests undoubtedly in the hands of the 
160,000,00€ people who spea*: the lan- 
guage of Shakespeare and Lincoln,” 
declared Frederic William Wile, of 
London, at the Congress Hotel, Chi- 
cago, recently, speaking at the annual 
banquet of the National Implement 
and Vehicle Association, 

Mr. Wile, Indianian, e¢x-Chicago 
newspaperman, and for the past nine- 
teen years a resident of Europe, 
where he is attached to Lord North- 
cliffe’s great journalistic organization, 
made an earnest plea for Anglo-Am- 
crican fraternity. He advocated it as 
an ideal to be striven for in “the 
enlightened self-interest both of the 
United States and of — Britain.” 
Though the speaker confessed him- 
self a warm advocate of the League 
of Nations, he. expressed the view 
that a league of the English-speaking 
nations could of itself guarantee of 
“safety” of democracy. “Between us,” 
said Mr. Wile, “we can dominate, 
without domineering, God’s whole 
footstool,” 

Mr. Wile said, in part: 

“T have not returned to my coun- 
try to pretend that the Anglo-Amer- 
ican horizon is cloudless, It is not. 
I have not come home to proclaim 
that Americans are universally be- 
loved in Great Britain, They are not. 
What 1 do say is this—that the vast 
bulk of the British people, the sane 
leaders of the classes, and particular- 
ly the authorized spokesmen of the 
masses, are wari and avowed apos- 


tles of friendship with the United 
States. They are cagerly anxious 
that our late comradeship-in-arms 


shall not prove to have been a mere 
ephemeral bond. They are conscious 
of the mighty, the unselfish and the 
indispensable aid that America ren- 
dered to Liberty’s cause, They re- 
cognise, from the bottom of grateful 
hearts, that we proved ourselves a 
friend in need and a friend indeed, 
“The Britishers are not blind to the 
practical realities of the Anglo-Am- 
crican situation, They know that it 
bristles with difficulty, but they do 
not believe that any of them are nec- 
essarily insurmountable. They know 
that in the months and years that 
lie ahead of us John Bull and Uncle 
Sam are destined to be formidab!e ri- 
vals for the trade of the world. ‘They 
know that the financial supremacy of 
the globe has passed froin London 
to New York. They know that Brit- 
ain has become a debtor nation. They 
know that the trident’ of mercantile 
marine supremacy is slowly hut sure- 
ly passing to the grip of this new and 
mighty Neptune of the western seas. 
They know how fabulously the em- 
ergencies of war have. magnified the 


wealth and industrial power of this 
amazing nation, 
“But the Britishers believe that 


along with competition with America 
there ample opportunity 
operation, too, ‘Their view is that a 
heaven-sent opportunity is now pre- 
sented for team-work between the 
English-speaking in every 
field of economic, spiritual and polit- 
ical activity. 

“You manufacturers of America 
will do well, in my judgment, to pre- 
pare for one important new develop- 
ment in Great Britain. Unless I am 
much mistaken, the days of free trade 
in England are numbered, I look at 
no distant date for the introduction 
of a protective tariff in the United 
Kingdom, It may not at once, assume

Whoever has journeyed to Cairo 
and from there desires to go on to 
Jerusalem may now buy his ticket in 
the Cairo railway station and look out 
of the windows of the train at the 
scenery of the Plain of Sharon as he 
makes his trip.
